audible in ev ery co rner o f the ro o m 
when, In answer to Judge 
Heard's 
quest/io n, he answered “ no t guilty” 
to the charge.

Sanders had just go tten o ut o f bed 
befo re being bro ught 
befo re 
the 
co urt, as he had let Claud Dewey, 
the fello w who recently submitted 
to an o peratio n fo r the remo val o f a 
bullet fro m his back, wear his suit 
fo r his last trip to the ho spital this 
mo rning. 
Therefo re, when lie was bro ught 
imo co urt he yawned several times 
but exhibited no uneasiness. Befo re 
lie was asked to enter his plea to 
the two indictments fo r murder, re 
turned by the last grand jury, At­ 
to rney Erwin mo ved to quash thr 
indictments, which was pro mptly o v­ 
erruled by the co urt.
